Second, he m ust not be unemployed 
through any fault of his own, or 
through an industrial dispute in 
which he is interested or participat­ 
ing. A veteran who voluntarily quit 
his last job would be disqualified un­ 
der this provision. Third, he m ust 
be able to work and available for 
suitable work. This m eans th a t a 
veteran who is a full-tim e student 
would have to leave school to ac 
cept a suitable job when one is of 
fered to him . Fourth, he m ust not 
be employed, or be receiving any 
wages or rem uneration for services. 
Fifth, he m ust register for work 
and file an application for bene­ 
fits a t his local State Employment 
Office, and m ust report at least once 
a week to th a t office. 
Failure to comply fully with any 
of these requirem ents will be cause 
for im m ediate disqualification, Ca 
ruso explained. He also pointed out 
th a t the decision in the Ganz case 
applies solely to claims for state un­ 
em ploym ent compensation benefits, 
and in no way changes the Federal 
policy on claims for Servicemen’s 
R eadjustm ent Allowances, the so­ 
called "52-20” payments. The G. I

•'I hope the administration will 
delay subm itting any arms program 
until the defense committee, to be 
set up by the Council under article 
9 of the treaty, can canvass the 
needs and agree upon an over-all 
defense plan,” Sm ith told a reporter. 
Study Needs First 
Taft, who voted against the treaty, 
said in 
a separate interview he 
agrees there should be a study of 
the needs of the European countries 
before Congress is asked to act 
Meanwhile, 
diplomatic 
authori­ 
ties said mid-September is the earli­ 
est date the Council can meet to 
draft common defense plans, be­ 
cause of time needed for advancing 
preparations. 
President Trum an originally had 
planned to send his $1,450.000,(XX) 
foreign m ilitary aid plans to Con­ 
gress yesterday, but their delivery 
tu Capitol Hill was postponed until 
Monday. The reason lur this was rt- 


icdly a desire to avoid stren g th ­ 
ening the hand of senators seeking 
to cut foreign economic aid funds 
in the midst of Senate debate on 
ti va I program. 
Besides a message outlining his 
plans for .sending arms to W estern 
Europe. Mr Truman will send along 
a bill authorizing him to conduct the 
arm s plan. It was reported that the 
bill will specifically state that the 
provision of the Atomic Energy Act, 
which forbids this government to 
send atomic explosives abroad, will 
not be changed by the arms legisla­ 
tion. 
To Reassure Public 
Such a legislative provision in the 
foreign arms legislation would tend 
to re-assure those in Congress hav­ 
ing recently voiced fears th at Mr. 
T rum an may want to give A-bombs 
to Britain. 
At Los Angeles last night, a top 
U. S atomic official said that C an­ 
ada now has the world’s most ad­ 
vanced atomic “reactor,” a device 
for the controlled release of atomic 
energy.
